What turns a mild and peaceful person, when he drives 
a car, into a public menace and potential killer and maimer? 
Judge Truman 
H. Preston, a traffic expert of New York, put 
the question to the annual meeting of the American Auto- 
!"rnobile association, but left the answer to psychologists. 


Quoting the findings of recent surveys, Judge Preston said 
that "an overwhelming spirit of self-conceit" is responsible for 
a large percentage of highway accidents. But pedestrians are 
' not held blameless, either. More than 40 per cent of them, ac- 
cording to the judge, "believe they have the right of way over 
all others who use streets and roads," and a lot get hurt for 
thinking so. 


Among the most dangerous drivers, apparently, are those 
who somehow identify themselves with the speed and power of 
the cars they drive. Their ego swells up to 100 horsepower. 
They feel big and important, and everybody else may get out 
of the way or take the consequences. 


The perilous pedestrian is brother beneath the skin to the 
dangerous driver. He carries a chip on his shoulder as he 
crosses the road ahead of an oncoming car. He defies the \Varn- 
ing of the red light and even the policeman's frown and whistle. 
He is a big shot, too, and many like him are lying in cemeteries 
ar the accident wards of hospitals.

Mauvaisterre, where a crowd of 125 
persons witnessed the "escape" of 
not one, but several dozen bass- 
some of them big, fighting beauties, 
weighing several pounds. 


The bass became enmeshed in the 
seine that is being used by com- 
mercial fishermen to remove rough 
fish from the lake, under a contract 
with the city council. They were re- 
leased from the nets by the fisher- 
men, who pitched them back into the 
lake where they will continue to en- 
joy the aristocratic life of game fish. 


Spectators "Softer" 
The commercial fishermen, accus- 
tomed to handling all kinds of fish, 
suffered no ill effects from releasing 
the bass. But with the crowd on the 
bank it was different. The spectators, 
most of whom try to catch big bass, 
but seldom make personal contact 
with them, actually groaned. 


"Oh, Oh, look at that," was a com- 
mon expression when bass, and 
numerous fair-sized crappie, were 
lifted from the seine and released. 
The crowd on the shore consisted 
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of both men and women. Some of 
the latter have spent considerable 
time casting for bass and crappie, 
which the commercial fishermen 
caught so easily. 


The first drag was made Thurs- 
day afternoon immediately north of 
Vandalia Road. Charles Swan and 
several assistants stretched out a 
500 yard seine, pulled it over a large 
area, and made a haul southeast of 
the softball park. A number of carp 
and buffalo were in the haul, which 
was not as large as expected. 


Larger Hauls Expected 


The fishermen said other sections 
of the lake probably will produce 
larger 
hauls. Preparations 
were 
made to seine one of the deeper 
parts Friday. 
~t 
Sportsmen who watched the ope- 
rations were pleased with the num- 
ber of game fish that showed up in 
the seine, an indication that Lake 
Mauvaisterre offers much possibility 
in the way of bass and crappie. 
Rough fish which are being removed 
from the lake will be replaced with 
game fish furnished by the Illinois 
Department of Conservation, which' 
will further improve fishing. 


Seining operations will continue 
several days. No fish are sold or 
given away at the lake shore. They 
are weighed and sold in commercial 
channels. All game fish are return- 
ed to the water as soon as they ap- 
pear ip the nets. 


The seining crew was handicapped 
Thursday afternoon by stumps and 
brush on the bottom of the lake. The 
seine often snagged on these, and 
was released by a fisherman in a 
rowboat.

pavement. Operations also were 
started in breaking up the old pave- 
ment leading to the abandoned sub- 
way. 


Eliminates Hazard

ate vicinity were the scene of a ser 
ies of fatal wrecks. Seldom a month 
passed when a transport truck or an 
automobile piled up in or near the 
subway, spilling cargoes or causing 
injuries. 


From a safety standpoint U. S. 
Routes 36 and 54, both of which use 
the new Arnold subway, are much 
safer now in Morgan county than 
any time since the pavement was 
constructed.

Conservationist Says 
Crop Rotation Needed 
To Maintain Fertility 


No combination of plont foods discovered yet takes the 
place of a good crop rotation, declared Ernest D. Walker, soil 
conservationist for the agronomy department, University of 
Illinois, when he addressed 89 farmers and landowners at Farm 
Bureau hall Friday afternoon.

"Maximum yields come from good 
rotation, plus soil treatment. And 
the plan that really rings the bell 
is the one with a stand-over legume," 
he asserted. 


Mr. Walker advised his listeners 
not to burn off this year's heavy 
cornstalks. 


"They'll be troublesome, b u t 
they're also an important source 
of humus. Discing them down this 
month will help protect the ground 
from the heavy spring rains. They'll 
soften up and shouldn't be too much 
bother at plowing time." 
Experiments Show Trend 


Results of experiments conducted 
on the internationally famous Mar- 
row plots at the University of Illi- 
nois definitely show the benefits 
of crop rotation, Mr. Walker submit- 
ted. Those plots which have enjoyed 
I a rotation of corn, oats, and clover 
Iare still in excellent condition; those 
which have raised corn every year 
are breaking down. 


The farmers of Morgan county 
are not maintaining, their soil, he 
said. 


"Studies indicate that a heavy- 
legume crop should be turned under 
every four years to maintain good 
soil. Poorer soils need clovers in the 
rotation at least one year in three." 
Once In 12 Years 


Taking Morgan county as one big 
farm, the assessors' figures in 1946 
indicate most operators are working 
on a 9£ year rotation, .-he asserted 
"Figuring the number of clover 
failures, it's safe to estimate that 
most fields in Morgan county don't 
raise a good grop of standover le- 
gumes oftener than once in 12 years. 
This is insufficient to maintain fer- 
tility," he warned. 


In answers to questions, he ad- 
vised maintenance of the regular 
rotation, even if the there's only a 
half-stand of clover. He recommend- 
ed giving such stands a light discing 
and a reseeding of mixed legumes 
next spring. • 
Will Hold Moisture 


"We can't do much about the rain- 
fall or the temperatures, but we can 
do something to-Jielp the growing 
crops. Restoring large amounts of 
organic matter to the soil builds up 
the humus content. It will absorb 
water during wet periods and hold 
it for the crop's benefit during dry 
spells." 


He noted that it required approx- 
imately five million pounds of water 
to produce a hundred lushel corn 
crop. Soil rich in organic matter 
will hold this required amount, yield- 
ing it when the plant is making fan- 
tastic growth during July and Aug- 
ust, traditionally dry months in the 
Cornbelt. 


The advantages of a good crop 
rotation, he asserted, were main- 
tenance of organic matter in the 
soil, little soil loss through erosion, 
maintenance of soil structure, and 
greater financial returns.

Autos More Deadly 
Than Bullets, Says 
Rotary Speaker 


"During the same period of tin» 
three times as many persons were 
killed in auto, accidents in this 
country than were killed in World 
War n , " Carl J. Pempek, high 
school driving instructor, told mem- 
bers of Rotary during their regu- 
lar meeting Friday. 


Pempek demonstrated 
some of 
the testing devices being used in the 
course in driving at the high school 
this year. These devices are used 
to check the students' eyes, deptlv 
perception, brake reaction and field 
of vision. When defects are dis- 
covered the student is recommended 
to have eye corrections where pos- 
sible and, if not, is told at what 
speed it is safe for him to drive. 


Students are taught the rules and 
regulations of the highway, start- 
ing, shifting, turning, driving, back- 
ing and parking. 
At the end of 
their coarse they are given a writ- 
ten examination and a test actually 
driving a car. The speaker urged 
that similar tests be adopted and 
enforced for all drivers in the in- 
terest of safety. 
Carroll T. Hughes, program chair- 
man, introduced Pempek.
